CALL OFF ELECTION. 

Decision of Court of Appeals Halts 
Anti-Prohibition People of Cadiz. 

Cadiz, Ky.. Nov. 22.—{Special.)—The 
decision of the Court of Appeals in the 
Central City prohibition election case 
last week seems to have about set¬ 
tled .the question of calling an elec¬ 
tion in the city of Cadiz upon this 
question in the near future.

He will hold office 
only until the State Farmers’ Institute 
meets, at which time another member 
will be elected from the Fifth district, 
which is composed of Louisville and 
Jefferson county. • 

Mr Norton was elected a member of 
the Board of Agriculture, Forestry and 
Immigration at the Stale Farmers* In¬ 
stitute held In Frankfort two years 
ago. There was a warm fight over the 
place at that time. Mr. Norton won and 
has been serving as a member of the 
board since. He was tendered a place 
on the Board of Public Works by Mayor 
W. O. Head. In Louisville, and accepted 
it. He was sworn In several days ago 

Will Not Contest Ruling. 

No contest of the opinion of Mr. 
Lockett will be made ny Mr. Norton, 
who regards the entire matter a s a 
closed Incident. Mr Norton said last 
night that he will make absolutely no 
effort to hold his place on the State 
Board of Agriculture, but will con¬ 
tinue his duties as chairman of the 
Board of Public Works.

The report, which will contain about 
60.000 words. Is due to reach Copen¬ 
hagen on December 7 and Dr. Cook ex¬ 
pects a verdict from the university 
about the first of the year. 

WANT ROOSEVELT TO 
RON FOR GOVERNOR 


London, Nov. 22.—The main interest 
in the historical debate to-day In the 
House of Lords on the budget centered 
In a grave declaration of the Liberal 
policy, which fell from Lord Lore bum. 
Lord High Chancellor. Deliberately 
pausing and adjusting his glasses, he 
read slowly from a piece of paper: 

"It la my opinion that It is impossible 
that any Liberal Government can ever 
again bear the heavy burden of office 
unless it la secured against a repeti¬ 
tion of treatment such as our measure 
have had to undergo for the last four 
years." 

• • • 

Keynote of Campaign. 


This statement had an electrical ef¬ 
fect on the Liberal members of the 
House of Commons, who crowded the 
public galleries. Quitting the galleries 
they surged into the lobbies in a state 
of excitement, under tho conviction that 
they had heard the Government’s last 
word before the general election, that 
Premier Asquith will make a similar 
declaration in the House of Commons 
next week, and that the long delayed 
campaign against the lords Ins now be¬ 
gun tn real earnest. 

It was held that Lord Loreburn's 
statement could only mean that no Lib¬ 
eral leader henceforth will accept office 
unless he receives a pledge from the 
crown that sufficient peers will be ap¬ 
pointed on the premier's nomination to 
secure the House of Commons against 
Interference by the House of Lords In 
financial matters. 

• • • 

Rejection Is Moved. 


After tho Earl of Crewe. Lord Privy 
seal, had formally moved the second 
reading of the budget bill, without com¬ 
ment. Lord Lansdowne, leader of the 
opposition, who was so hoarse that he 
could scarcely be heard, immediately 
moved Its rejection. He quoted prece¬ 
dents to show that although the House 
of Lords could not amend a finance bill 
It had full right to discuss it and to 
throw It out If so willed 

Besides, the present bill, he argued, 
nod tacked on It legislation such as land 
taxation and Increased license duties, 
which the House of Lords already had 
rejected and which had been placed In 
the bill with a view to ousting the lords 
from their legitimate opportunity of 
dealing with these measures. 

• • • 

No Limit To Such Abuses. 


What. He asked, was to prevent home 
rule from being Introduced In the fi¬ 
nance bill? There was no limit to such 
abuses. The Unionists opposed license 
duties because they were crushing in 
their severity; the same applied to land 
taxes. The people, he said, not having 
been consulted, had a clear duty, not 
to decree the final extinction of the bill, 
but to Insist that before it became law* 
the country should be allowed an Ex¬ 
pression of opinion. The lords carefully 
considered the consequences of the re¬ 
jection of the bill and were ready to 
face them, he declared.

Lord Loreburn Replies. 


ODELL SAYS BARNES, WOOD¬ 
RUFF AND LOEB ARE BEHIND 
THE MOVEMENT, 


New York. Nov. 22 — <8peelal.)— 
Former Gov Benjamin B. Odell. Jr., of 
Newburgh, was at the Waldorf-Astoria 
to-night and said: 

"I hear of a movement to nominate 
Roosevelt for Governor next year. This 
Information comes to me In such a way 
that I am not at liberty to dispute It." 

•Who’s In the game. Governor?" 

"Barnes and Woodruff and Loeb. and 
a number of others,” replied Mr Udell. 
It was euggested to Mr. Odell that 
Mr Roosevelt, on his return to this 
country in April next, wus to mako 
an effort to succeed Mr. Depew as 
United States Senator.

CHILE WILLING TO 

AC CEPT AR BITRATION. 

Santiago, Chile, Nov. 22 —The Chil¬ 
ean Government has again Announced 
its desire to subscribe to a protocol 
submitting the Alsop claim to The 
Hague Tribunal for arbitration and has 
deposited in London $1,000,000 to the 
order of The Hague permanent court. 
The Government, however, will Insist 
upon a complete examination Into all 
the details of the question without the 
least restriction. 


Lord Loreburn replied, contending 
that there was nothing in the bill for¬ 
eign to finance, with which the House 
of Commons had the exclusive right to 
deal. The attempt of the lords to Inter¬ 
fere. he declared, wail the beginning of 
a system which would lead to constitu¬ 
tional revolution.

The Duke of Norfolk, who sup¬ 
ported Lord Lansdowne’s resolution, 
confessed that the lords had a serious 
and anxious problem toTtr*. but that It 
should not daunt them in performing 
their duty.

UNION STONECUTTERS AND 
PLANERMEN WALK OUT. 


Edward Bachman. At Gallon, O., Ad¬ 
mits Double Killing At Gulf¬ 
port, Miss. 


Gallon, 0„ Nov. 22 —That, as he sold, 
hls mother might get the reward Ed¬ 
ward Bachman, under indictment for 
burglary on five counts, by the Rich¬ 
land county grand Jury, confessed to 
Chief Henry Waldman. of this city, 
while in the custody of that officer, 
that he wa* guilty of a double murder, 
committed In Gulfport. Miss.. In Oc¬ 
tober. 190*. during a celebration In 
progress there. He shot and killed 
Police Officer Lee Varnada and a by¬ 
stander who had been deputized by the 
officer to arrest Bachman, ho said.

NEGRjES open fire 
ON SHERIFF’S POSSE 


NINE MEN WOUNDED AT UNTON, 
SOUTH CAROLINA. 


SERIOUS RACE BIOT IS NARROW¬ 
LY AVERTED. 


BLACKS MAKE THEIR ESCAPE. 


Union, 8. C.. Nov. 22 —Following two 
days of tense excitement, with a race 
Hot of serious proportions threatened 
as a result of the wholesale wounding 
of a deputy sheriffs posse by drunken 
negroes in the eastern section of the 
city late Saturday night, quiet pre¬ 
vails here to-night and the officials 
believe they have the situation well 
In hand. 

The negroes who did the shooting 
made their escape, and this probably 
accounts for the fact that further die- 
orders were not recorded yesterday and 
to-day. Late this afternoon one of the 
negroes charged with the shooting was 
arrested and lodged In Jail. Three oth¬ 
ers for whom warrants were Issued 
have not been apprehended. 

Following repeated efforts on the 
part of Deputy Sheriff A. S. McCall 
to put a stop to the noisy revelry at 
a negro "frolic" Saturday night, he. 
with a small party of citizens, started 
for the house occupied by the negroes, 
when the latter opened fire with shot¬ 
guns. wounding nine members of '.he 
officer’s force, including the deputy 
sheriff, who received wounds In each 
leg. 

Tht others wounded were: 

W. A Dye, two loads of shot In 
chest and face. 

Boyd Harris, shot In legs. 

Herbert Brandon, shot In face and 

'im . Timmons, shot In legs. 

«Rudolph Lowe, both legs peppered 
with shot. 

EaH Rolling, shot In the body. 

Albert Wright, shot In head and the 
body. 

One negro was found near the house 
seriously wounded. It Is said that be 
got within range of hls companions’ 
shots when the attack was made upon 
the officers. 

Sheriff G. G. Long was summoned 
and Immediately went to the scene with 
a posse armed with repealing rifles 
The negroea had fled, however, and the 
sheriff and hls men directed their at¬ 
tention to a systematic search of the 
negro section for the guilty ones, but 
without result. A large quantity of 
whisky was found in the houses oc¬ 
cupied by the negroes. Later the 
wounded negro was found by the offi¬ 
cers near the house, where he had 
crawled after hls companions fled. 

Dye Is the most seriously wounded of 
those shot, but It Is not thought hls 
wounds will prove fatal. Elghty-thrte 
■hots were removed from his body to¬ 
day.

The entire police force and the Sheriff 
and deputies trad been notified of the 
special train that would bring the na¬ 
tional men to this city. Shortly after 
I the National Sorlety men and their to61* 
arrived at the Furst Kerber plant aJl of 
the planermen left their work and the 
other employes of the place soon follow, 
ed. When the engineer of the plant saw 
all the men leaving the engine wa* shut 
down and the wheels of probably the 
largest plant of Us kind in the United 
States became idle

LEASES DELAY IMPROVEMENT.

Leaseholders Refuse To Surrender. 


Mr. Atherton said last evening that 
when the ground was purchased for the 
Lincoln building a little more than 106 
feet was secured on Market street ex¬ 
tending west from Fourth avenue. He 
said that the two buildings on the 
property, one occupied by a saloon, 
were leased to the tenants for a term 
of two or three years. Those who erect¬ 
ed the Lincoln building attempted to 
get possession of this property so that 
a building twice as Urge as the Lincoln 
bulldtng could be erected but the lease¬ 
holders refused to surrender. 

These leases will expire within the 
next two months and the present 
tenants may be notified to vacate on 
a certain date in the spring. Mr. Ather 
ton said: "It was our original Intention 
to erect a building on the corner twice 
as large as >he one we have now. but 
we could not get possession of our prop 
erty and we thought It advisable to car¬ 
ry out half of our plans and wait for 
the leases to expire. I do not know* to 
a certainty Just whep we will be reAdy 
to start work on the new building, but I 
think we will have some definite an¬ 
nouncement to make before a year goes 
by. We will consider tho matter care¬ 
fully and when we reach the conclusion 
that the tlrqe has come when the de¬ 
mand for office space will Justify a new 
building we will go ahead with the 
work.”

Directors Will Approve. 


Mr. Atherton concluded by saying 
that to date the project has not been 
brought up at any of the meetings of 
the board of directors of the Lincoln 
Savings Bank, but that It will meet with 
their approval at the right time. He 
would not venture to estimate the coat 
of the new structure, but gave the as¬ 
surance that It will not be so large as 
the expense entailed when the Lincoln 
building went up since the power plant 
and elevators are already Installed.

The building will go up on a site 
fronting Market street by fifty-two feet.

All are diseased and disabled, and one.

Immediately upon hi* re¬ 
turn to Nashville he Issued the pardon 
order. 

The Rev. E. P. Anderson. secretary of 
the State Board of Charities, told to¬ 
night of inspections he and Rabbi Low- 
itvthal have lately made in Nashville. 
Memphis and other places. The city 
workhouse, he said. In Nashville was 
found to contain many conditions which 
should be removed at once. The David¬ 
son county Institution, he said, they 
found to be well conducted and In good 
order. 

Of the Shelby county workhouse, T>r. 
Anderson said: "The day we were there. 
K was raining, and the rain was over¬ 
flowing 1 some parts of the floors. The 
cells were so dark that one could not 
stand on the outside and see the In¬ 
mates. It was about the same at Jack- 
son. Lavatories were found overflow¬ 
ing and the odors wore simply st.dlng.”

Robert Me Fad den and BurncP 
Daugherty, two miners, penetrated 120 
feet Into the third vein of the mine, ac¬ 
complishing what the rescuers have 
sought for eight days. They found no 
dead nor living men In th« gallery, but 
both men «?xpressed confidence that a 
rnaj<*rlty. If not all. of the 150 miners 
Imprisoned in this vein arc barrlcadod 
In ’pockets” and alive. 

One dead mule was the only object 
seen in the shaft by the explorers. They 
found only a few inches of water on 
the gallery, of the tons that have been 
poured into the mine. The air, while 
vtagnant, was pure enough to sustain 
life, the two men experiencing no dif¬ 
ficulty In traveling the 120 feet from 
the ehaft frem which they entered. 
One of the first things done by the men 
wan to close a door opening between 
the two shafts. This insures a thor¬ 
ough circulation .of air throughout the 
shaft, which will penetrate any barri¬ 
cade erected by the prisoners. 

"There is no doubt In my mind, 
•udcl McFadden. "that the men are back 
there behtnJ ihe ’BradlsclK*’ and wait¬ 
ing for us to come. Any ordinary miner 
ccan live nine days without food and 
these men were goed miners.

Fresh Air Will Tell Story. 

"Behind the Bradleches’ they prob¬ 
ably could not hear u* coming down 
In the cage to-night, but they will feel 
that fresh air In a few minutes aa*l 
they will know that we are on the 
way." u . 

• Yes," Interrupted Dougherty, "when 
we get down there In the morning we 
will find the boys waiting fo. u*.

Forty-Two Bodies Recovered. 

The recovering of furty-two bodies 
during the day wa? attended by some 
of the maddest scenes of the disaster 
Across the fields, as the first signals of 
"bodies coming up" wa* given, atum- 
t.led and ial»ored almost one hundred 
women and children, who had been 
driven from the shaft side by the 
fierce wind and cold. 

The Identification of the bodies was 
n comparatively easy one. The smoke 
stains and bums found on the bodies 
of :ho*e taken out were absent and per¬ 
sons declared that all but a few of 
the mm had died of asphyxiation Some 
had torn every vestige of clothing from 
their bodies In their death agony.

Two Little Boys. 


Among the first bodies carried out 
were those of two of the trapper boys. 
The frail bodies of the children, neither 
more than fourteen years old. were 
tenderly placed In the temporary 
morgue by bearers, who wept as bit¬ 
terly as If the children were their own.

The man. after being taken to the 
hospital car. was pronounced dead by 
the physicians In charge, and the body 
removed to the morgue. The body was 
yet warm, and this fact led to the belief 
of the rescuers that he was alive. One 
of the rescuers excitedly told of hearing 
Ihe man moan after he had been placed 
on the stretcher, but this was pro¬ 
nounced a mistake by the physicians. 

While uncertain as to the time of 
death they believe ft had occurred at 
least twelve hours before being* placed 
on the stretcher. Thr temperature of 
the mine, which la higher than <0 de¬ 
grees. caused by the fire, as yet unex- 
tinguiehed. undoubtedly was the cause 
of the warmth of the body. WHd scenes 
followed rhe carrying of the man to the 
hospital car. 

’They are alive,*' came the cry from 
all sides, and a rush that almost car 
rled the bearers off their |feet began.

Aa the first load of three stretcher*, 
their burdens and their carriers, reached 
the top, the crowd surged back to the 
car a few yards away. Scores bent over 
the bodies, but even the unpractlced 
glance of those not of the medical pro¬ 
fession saw at once that there was no 
mistake as to the death of those on the 
stretcher*. 

The work of taking out the bodies 
continued untU forty-two had been car¬ 
ried from the shaft to ‘the temporary 
morgue. Before the last of those taken 
from the mine bad been placed In tho 
morgue the body of the unknown man 
had been removed from tho hoapltal car 
to the place alongside those of his for¬ 
mer comrades. 

The rescuers, who carried up the 
twenty-three bodies, said there was evi¬ 
dence that the men had walled them- 
aelvea in for several days, but had 
emerged to seek food or water and had 
met death in the black damp.

DECLARED ILLEGAL TRUST. 

Judge Shields Decides Against Polar 
Wave Ice and Fuel Company. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 22 —Tho Polar 
Wave Ice and Fuel Company of St.* 
Louis w*us declared an Illegal combina¬ 
tion In restraint of trade within the 
meaning of the anti-trust law by Judge 
George H. Shield**, of tho St. Louis 
Circuit Court, to-day. 

. Judge Shields declared that the seven 
constituent corporations of the Polar 
Wave Ice and Fuel Company restricted 
competition before they were merged 
and by agreement and understanding 
Illegally raised the price of Ice from 
15 cent* to 50 cents a hundred pounds. 

Attorneys for the company an¬ 
nounced that an appeal will be taken 
to the Supreme Court of Missouri. It 
that tribunal upholds Judge Shields the 
company’s charter may be forfeited. . 

The decision of the United States 
Circuit Court on the Standard Oil cuse 
was handed down after Judge Shields 
had written hla opinion, but he added 
a paragraph in which he said: 

"Since w riling the foregoing the 
United $tatee Court of Appeals in the 
eighth circuit ha* promulgated Its de¬ 
cision iu the case of the United States 
against the Standard Oil Company. 
While that was a construction of the 
statute against monopolies, the genorst 
principle* there laid down and the 
definition of monopoly by both Judges 
Sanborn and Hook are appropriate to 
the case at bar. although the facts 
were different.” 


MEANS REAL DISSOLUTION, 


Says F. B. Kellogg In Discussing the 
Court’s Decree. 

St. Paul. Nov. 22.—F. B. Kellogg, the 
Government's prosecutor In the Stan¬ 
dard Oil case, was shown a statement 
attributed to Mortimer F. Elliot, gener.

Notwithstanding the support of hank¬ 
ing interests manifested at the mar¬ 
ket opening, prices Tell steadily. Amal¬ 
gamated Copper sold off three points 
from ^Saturday's close, while a heavy 
volume ot telling orders In United 
States Steel common sent that block 
off f*. 

Union Pacific went off 2^4 points, 
while Utah Copper sold down to 61V*. 
a decline of three points from Satur¬ 
day. Smelters fell off one point from 
the close of Saturday, while Chesapeake 
and Ohio sold off two points to 86. 
There were fractional rallies at li 
o'clock. 

After a decline of forty points In 
Standard Oil. the stock was quoted si 
i*40 bid and 650 af»k»'d. 

There was a subsidence of liquidation 
toward noon and with the covering of 
shorts and some Investment demand 
prices rose generally about a point 
from the low figure*. The market's 
position \\a* animated by Reading, 
which on heavy buying was four point* 
above the close on Saturday after the 
first two hours of trading to-day.

Vessel In Harbor At San 
Juan November 15. 


No Confirmation Obtainable 
by Wireless. 


DEFINITE NEWS EXPECTED. 


Tampa. Fla.. Nov. 22.—Brief wire¬ 
less communication between Key West 
and San Juan. Porto Rico, to-day served 
to complicate rather than to clear the 
situation surrounding Col. John Jacob 
Aetor’s yacht NounnaluU. After sift¬ 
ing matters down to-night there is 
nothing to indlcats that tho yacht Is 
not safe at San Juan or was at least 
there November 15, as reported by tho 
steamship Caracas Sunday and con¬ 
firmed by that vessel’s captain again 
to-day. 

The fact that the wireless op«*rator 
at San Juan could not state off-hand 
this morning that the yacht w-as In the 
harbor gave rise to a report that the 
vessel was still missing. But this in¬ 
terpretation, according to a statement 
Issued by Uio operator at Tampa to¬ 
night, Is unfounded and duo solely to 
the fact that, the San Juan operator 
In his station was not aware of the 
presence of tho yacht In the harbor. 

• • • 

Situation Left Open. 


Because of an interrupted communi¬ 
cation of late tlie operator at San 
Juan knew* nothing of the anxiety for 
the Xourm&hal and when asked spe¬ 
cifically If the yacht was there replied 
simply that he did not know. Soon 
thereafter communication was Inter¬ 
rupted, leaving the situation open, but 
in no wise, according to all appear¬ 
ances, questioning the reliability of the 
reports of th« Nounnahal’s safety aa 
given at Willemstad yesterday and at 
Caracas again to-day* by the steam¬ 
ship Caracas. 

In order that the brief conversation 
between Key West and San Juan might 
be taken to Indicate that it hod been 
ascertained positively that the Noair- 
mahal is not at San Juan. S. W. Hone?. 
In charge of the wireless station at 
Tampa, sent the Associated Press a 
m«*;vtbgc to-night iti which he said: 

"Absolutely no truth in the report 
regarding wireless received here via 
Key West about yacht Nourmahal not 
being at San Juan."

Hance added th&t he was still try¬ 
ing to get In direct touch with San 
Juan with the hope of getting from the 
operator there positive assurance of 
the Nournuth&r* presence In the bar- 
byr. which, according to the beat de¬ 
ductions. the Porto Rico operator was 
puable to give this morning merely 
because of lack of Information. 

BREAK IN COMMUNICATION 

Prevents Confirmation of Report By 
Wireless. 

Key West, Fla., Nov. 22—Mystery 
still surrounds the whereabouts of tho 
steam yacht Nourmahal, with the New 
York millionaire, John Jacob Astor, h«r 
owner, and a party of frlernl* on board. 

Failure of confirmation through Key 
West tilts morning by mean* of the only 
present Intact method of communica¬ 
tion with the West Indian Island—the 
Government wireless telegraph system 
—h&s had the effect of costing doubt 
on the correctoesa of the result received 
yesterday from ths steamer Caracas, of 
Willemstad, Curacao, which said the 
Nourmahal arrived at San Juan No¬ 
vember 14 and wu* safely anchored In 
the harbor there on the 15th. 

Reason for doubting the correctness 
of this report Is twofold. lit the first 
place, the operator at the Government 
wireless station at San Juan declared 
early to-day that he knew nothing of 
the presence of the Nourmahal there. 

"Is the Nourmahal. Astor*s yxeht. 
there?" asked the operator at Key Went, 
when after repeated calls he ralacd San 
Juan. 

Promises To Investigate. 


"I don’t know; 1 believe she Is." was 
the answer the wireless brought back. 
•Til Investigate, but It will take some 
time," the San Juan operator continued. 

"Then take these messages first,” said 
Key West. The Key West operator 
then sent a long string of communfca- 
tlons to Col. Astor and members of his 
party, from friends and relative*, who 
had been trying for day# to locate the 
yacht. Han Juan offered the first chance 
for fhe messages to reach their destlna- 

U °A tug left Key Kest last night for the 
spot described by the captain of the 
Wotan. when he reported having seen a 
w*reck that ho thought might have l>een, 
that of the Nourmahal This wreck 
was In shoal water Just off Elbow Key. 
If It be not the Nourmahal shipping In¬ 
terests are wondering what vessel it 
may have been. 

It was expected that tlie investigation 
of the *ut>merged vessel off the north 
coast of Cuba will be made some time 
to-day or early to-morrow morning. 
This vessel Is on the shoals just off El¬ 
bow Key and will easily be found. 

Capt. Bchlalkler. of the German 
steamer Wotan. la p.»*Uive that he saw 
three moat*, and that correspond* with 
the NourmahaL He declared that the 
ma*t* ho saw were not those of a 
schooner, aa they were too close to¬ 
gether and of smaller shape. 

SEARCH OF SEAS CONTINUES. 

But Aster’s Friends Are Encouraged 
By Latest Reports. 

New' York, Nov. 22.—One of the m(wt 
persistent searches ever made of the 
sea*, that which 1* being conducted In 
an endeavor to ascertain the where¬ 
abouts of Ool. John Jacob Astor and 
hla yaHit Nourmahal. continued un¬ 
abated to-day. 

Col. AaloFs friends and relative* 
have hem worried one day by stories 
of shipwreck and cheered tb« next by 
reports that the yacht undoubtedly was 
*afe. The latest and most positive of 
these reports come from Caracas to¬ 
day when the captain of the Red D 
Liner Caracas reasserted with certain¬ 
ty that It was the Astor yacht he had 
seen safely at anchor In San Juan. 
Porto Rico. November 15. or after tho 
hurricane had passed. Tito yacht ap¬ 
peared to have suffered no damage. 

Report* from San Domingo to-day 
said the Nourmahal had sailed from 
there* November 12 In the face of a 
hurricane, but William A. Dotobyn. sec¬ 
retary of the Astor estate, believes that 
0>l. Astor Is too careful n seaman to 
have left a stife anchorage In the teeth 
of a storm. 

It Is possible, although It is hut mere 
speculation, that the yacht had put out 
again for a cruise, the storm having 
subsided, and that the party aboard la 
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still Ignorant of the anxiety felt here 
for their safety. 

Repeats His Statement 

Caracas. Venezuela. Nov 22.—Tho 
steamer Caracas arrived to-day at La 
Guaira and Cap:. Furst was again 
questioned regarding hla statement that 
he had seen tho Nourmahal at 8an Juan. 
He confirmed the earlier declaration 
that Astor’s yacht had found a port in 
tho harbor of San Juan. When tho Ca¬ 
racas soiled. Copt. Furst hod a view of 
tho Nourmahal, he said, and did not 
notice anything to indicate that the 
yacht had suffered from her experience 
In the stonu. Ho aald he bolleved her 
to be "all right and safe" He said 
that there was no wireless apparatus 
visible on the Nourmahal.

THAT OF LABOR. 


DEPRECATES MIGRATION OP 
BLACKS TO THE CITIES. 


SOCIAL EQUALITY BUGBEAR. 


Hopkinsville, JC>’. Nov. 23,— (Special.) 
—Dr. Booker T. Washington addressed 
at Union T&bcrnacle to-night & lurge 
audience of black and white cltlxen*. 
IiU lecture urn* under the auspices of 
| M. and F. College of this place, an 
educational and Industrial Institution 
for negroes, of which Prof. P. T. Fra¬ 
ser is president Dr. Washington, ac¬ 
companied by a large number of lead¬ 
ing negroes of Tennessee and Alahamn. 
arrived in the city this afternoon on 
the special train In which he Is making 
his present tour In the South to study 
personally the condition of negroes In 
various regions and to advise, encour¬ 
age and Inspire them by his speeches. 

• • • 

Streets Lined With Negro©*- 


In spite of rain, the streets were 
lined with negro** when Dr. Washing¬ 
ton was driven in an open carriage 
from the depot to the hall where a pul), 
lie reception was held, and he was lus¬ 
tily cheered all along the line. In his 
address, the fatuous colored leader 
begged that conditions be faced frankly 
so that each race could best help pro¬ 
mote the Interest, happiness and pros¬ 
perity of the other ruco Ho congrat¬ 
ulated the negroes of Kentucky on the 
success they already had attained ed¬ 
ucationally and In business and begged 
them to make themselves mill more 
useful to the State and Nation.

Evidences of Racial Friendship. 



There was no section of the globe, he 
said, where two races, dissimilar In 
many respects and dwelling together In 
large numbers, gut along so well In all 
affairs of life as in th** South. He re¬ 
gretted that the outside world heard 
only the crimes and lynching* and 
knew nothing of the innumerable evi¬ 
dences of racial friendship and good 
will. The negro problem In the South 
was. he affirmed, a labor problem. In 
order to get effective service, negroes 
should be taught love for, and the dig¬ 
nity of labor, and be trained for 
work. Their minds and ambition 
. should be aroused and their wants 
I thereby Increased, so that they wiy not 
be satisfied merely to exist, but will 
desire better homes, churches and 
schools and more newspapers and 
hooks. He deprecated the migration of 
negroes to the cities and asked the 
white people to do whAt they could to 
make the country as attractive and 
safe as the towns. He hoped that the 
bugbear of social equality would not 
prevent sympathy and help from the 
white people and vigorously asserted 
that this was a question that nowhere 
obtruded Itself, snd especially In the 
South. It was not even a subject of 
conversation among his people and th*> 
more sensible the negro the more ho 
finds satisfaction In the company of hU 
own race.

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 22.—Silas C- 
Vantie venter, aged 71 years, for the last 
thirty years superintendent of the 
Wrought Iron Range Company, died 
Sunday afternoon following an attack 
of stomach trouble. Mr. Vandeventer 
was born In Loutsvlli*, Ky.. and was 
educated in the public schools of 
Louisville ami at Western Military In¬ 
stitute, near Franklin. 

He come to St. Louts at the outbreak 
of the Civil War ami became asso¬ 
ciated with Capt. James B. Eads in 
the building , of the Eads bridge. 
Later he contracted with tho 1*lilted 
States Government for tho building or 
alx iron monitors. After the war ho 
went back to Louisville and estab¬ 
lished himself in the manufacture of 
steam boilers, but at the end of three 
years he returned to St. Louis and took 
charge of the caissons of Eads’ bridge, 
remaining In charge until the comple¬ 
tion of the bridge. 

Tho funeral arrangements have not 
been made owing to the absence in 
New York of his son. who has not yet 
received notice of his father’s death.

MOST OF ESTATE 
GOES TO SISTER 


Will of Marquise des Mon- 
stiers de Merinville. 


Baroness von Zedwitz Left 
All But One-Tenth. 


Instrument Probated In the 
County Court. 


OVER $1,000,000 INVOLVED. 


By th© terms of the will of the Mar¬ 
quise des Monstfer* de Merinville, which 
wna probated by Judge Arthur Peter In 
the County Court yesterday afternoon, 
all but about one-tenth of her property 
passes to her sister, the Barones© Cald¬ 
well von Zedwitx. The Marquise was 
Miss Mary Gwendoline Byrd Caldwell, 
of Louisville. Two bequest* of $10.- 
000 each are made, one to John 
JUdgely Carter, of London. England, a 
distant cousin. and one to Charles H. 
Carter, of Baltimore, another dis¬ 
tant cousin. Waldemar Conrad von 
Eedwltx, her nephew, gets $100,000. Two 
ether Miia.il bequests are made, and the 
residue Interest goes to the sister. Ref¬ 
erence Is made to the husband of the 
Marquise only to provide that he shall 
have nothing further out of her estate 
than Is provided for In the murrlago 
contracts she had with him. 

Until the Marquise renounced the 
Catholic faith it had been expected that 
phe would leave much to the church. 
However, under her will the church Is 
hot mentioned, although previous to 
her break with It she had contributed 
to several of tta undertakings The 
Caldwell estate Is one of the oldest In 
Louisville, and has been growing steadi¬ 
ly In value for the last several years. 

According to John Stltes, of the Fidel¬ 
ity Trust Company, which has charge of 
the property, the will disposes of In¬ 
terests valued at $1,000,000 in Jefferson 
county. Largely as a matter of ac¬ 
commodation to the executors, the or¬ 
der probating the will entered by Judge 
peter was allowed to be withdrawn, 
and It will be taken to New York and 
probated there, although the record re¬ 
mains In the books^ here.

The Ann tangible effort by the negroes 
of this city to get encouragement and 
support In the desire to celebrate the fif¬ 
tieth anniversary of the freeing of the 
American negro from slavery and holding 
the Semt-centenu!*! Exposition In this 
city was manifested by the issuing of an 
address to the people of Louisville and 
State by a committee which met at the 
Douglass building last night. 

The local committee Is headed by the 
Rev L. Q. Jordan. Cary B Lewis and 
Albert 8 White. The Idea had met the 
Indorsement of the local Negro Business 
Men's League and other loading negro as¬ 
sociations of the city and th© committee 

f iropose* to m^ke a strong fight to land 
soulsvllle for the place of holding the 
eeJebnitlon The committee Issued an ad¬ 
dress to the people of the city nnd State 
In which U>ct»i and State support Is asked. 
The address. In part, is a* follows: 

"The exposition to bo held by tho ne¬ 
groes of the country In 1913 to Illustrate 
the progress they have made In industry, 
agriculture, commerce, science, art. edu- 
n. civilisation and general progress 
1* a big thing nnd will prove to be a tre¬ 
mendous success. 

"The proposition has been submitted to 
President Taft and approved; It has been 
considered by some of the leading states¬ 
men. publicists and sociologists of the 
country and pronounced all rig IK; It was 
investigated by the recent tenth amnual 
session of th> National Negro Business 
Men'* t«fMtgue In thia city In August, and 
the fact thut Dr. Booker T Washington 
1* heading the movement almost guaran¬ 
tees the holding of the exposition. This 
will be the first time In recorded history 
tlm-t the negro has launched such an un¬ 
dertaking After nearly three centuries' 
residence on American soil, 245 year* un¬ 
der chattel slavery and half a oentury

SHOTGUN WOUND 


Causes Death of Benjamin 
Schwartz. 


FOUND ON FLOOR WITH THE 
WEAPON AT BREAST. 

TOLD W. F. HOCKENSMITH HE 
WOULD SHOOT. 


DESPONDENCY THE CAUSE. 


As the result of a gunshot wound. 
Benjamin Schwarts, aged 43 years, a 
huckster, died at 9:30 o'clock yester¬ 
day morning at the home of W. F. 
Hockensmith at Frenchman’s station, 
on the Taylorsville road, about two 
miles from Louisville. According to 
Hockensmith, who say* ho wa* In bed, 
he awoke at about 8:30 o’clock and wa» 
surprised to see Schwartz on the floor 
of the bedroom with the double-barrel¬ 
ed shotgun at hi* breast. 

'What are you doing wl‘h that gun," 
Hockensmith says he questioned. "It 
will go off." 

Schwartz is alleged to have replied 
that he wanted It to go off 

As the report of the gun followed. 
Hockensmith Jumped from the bed. ac¬ 
cording to the statement he made of 
the shooting, bi* was too late to pre¬ 
vent the deed.

A large 
hole was tom in Schwartz's chest, the 
shot lodging in th* back.

“Their Just Deserts.” 

The Nicaraguan legation at Wash¬ 
ington gives out a statement In which 
It U declared that the two Americans 
executed by the Zelayan Government 
net their just deserts. , 

The statement Is. in part, as follows: 

"The Nicaraguan Government informs 
the legation that Leroy Cannon and 
Leonard Groce, two well-known adven¬ 
turers. wore taken prisoners at ttlo Sari 
Juan, and pleaded guilty of locating 
mines, In order to blow up two vessels 
carrying Government troops. In fact, 
they were found in flagrante. They were 
tried by a military court, given • full 
and sent raced to death. In ae- 
wtth military laws. 

* *i».* legation, vhlle deploring this ln- 
dosni. feel© confident that when the facts 
*r« Miter known It will b® seen that the 
military court did not exceed Its powers, 
and that the relations between the two 
countries will not suffer.** 

Possibly this may not be the whole 
truth, and nothing but th© truth, yet 
whatever facts may be In possession of 
tho officials at Washington, the public, 
at present, has no reason for doubting 
that the men were well-known adven¬ 
turers. and thnt th*y were meddling In 
Nicaraguan affairs for excitement or 
from mercenary motives. 

If/a Nicaraguan should come to this 
country and engage In such an enter¬ 
prise a* the fomentation of revolution, 
giving hh» personal attention to the 
placing at mines to blow up ship loads 
Of American troop*, sentiment would be 
divided as to whether he should be tried 
by court-marital or lynched by a dele¬ 
gation of '’prominent citizens" in the 
••quiet and orderly manner" in which 
men have been lynched for lesser crimes 
In many parts of tho United States on 
both sides of the* Ohio River. 

The whole story of the execution of 
the two men Is not yet told. The inci¬ 
dent should serve, however, to Impress 
adventurous young Americana with the 
fact that participation In revolutions 
In Latln-Amerlca Is not all beer and 
•kittles, even if lt # l* made to appear so 
in magazine fiction. 


Congress As An Investigator. 

The Brooklyn Eagle, commenting 
upon a scarc-heod cry of one of the yel¬ 
low Journals of New York for Congress, 
the representative of the pet^)le." to in¬ 
vestigate the Sugar Trust from top to 
bottom, expresses a reasonable doubt 
as to the value of Congress as an In¬ 
vestigator of frauds. 

Says th© Eagle. 

•‘It Is all very well to say 'Congress rep. 
resents the people, and the people are 
entitled to know the facts.* Yes, Con¬ 
gress doe© represent the people, but the 
people change tho lower house of Con¬ 
gress. every two years, and every mem¬ 
ber la looking out for re-election or fear¬ 
ing defeat. In those two years, for quit© 
as long a time as h© devotes to legislative 
duty. 

*’On these accounts, one would be 
Justified In declaring Congress to be u 
very Inadequate Investigating body, and a 
great many Instances Indicate that fact. 
Th© Credit Moblller investigation capped 
one scandal of bribery with another scan¬ 
dal of mock Inquiry and sot back hon¬ 
esty In legislation, while raising dishon¬ 
est men to high trusts. The Pacific Mall 
scandal was worsened and not bettered 
by congressional examination. So wo* 
th© Post TmdeshJpa scandal and so have 
been many other scandal* affected by a 
relation to congressional Inquiry on many 
occasions since the Civil War.** 

We have had, but recently, the some¬ 
what discouraging, although not at all 
surprising, spectacle of Congress being 
manipulated successfully by a number 
of special Interests. The scandal of the 
enactment of the Psyne bill in response 
to a popular demand for a revision of 
the Dlngley schedules, and in execution 
of the loudly announced plan of the 
Republicans to cut out the programme 
In compliance with the request of the 
public for relief, was about as large a 
scandal as that of the crookedness of 
the Sugar Trust and the Federal em¬ 
ployes. 

The Eagle ventures the assertion that 
an investigation of the Sugar Trust by 
the coming session of Congress would 
whitewash the corporation and defile 
Congress with pitch. What "such scoun¬ 
drels,’* In the opinion of our Brooklyn 
neighbor, fear. Is "not the action of a 
legislative body which allows the trusts 
to write their schedules Into the tariff 
laws, but a body of honeat experts, hon¬ 
est lawyer© and honest business men 
not interested In the consequences of 
elections. 

With the Engle's assertion that leg¬ 
islation could provide such a tribunal 
and that public opinion would force the 
House and Senate to walk the path of 
rectitude In such a matter It la difficult, 
unhappily, to agree It Is not plain that 
If Congress has the hardihood to enact 
a law in obedience to the Bugar Trust 
and ita sisters and its cousins and its 
aunts. It would lock the hardihood to 
form a tribunal so constituted as to 
guarantee Immunity* to the Sugar 
Trust. 

Our system of fixing Import duties Is 
based upon the theory that the Jackpot 
•hall be hogged by the party holding 
aces and rasors. The entire system Is 
one grounded in corruption and kept 
alive by corruption. Th® habit of crook¬ 
edness for the benefit of the rich cor¬ 
porations Is the second nature of tho 
nst onal law-making body. It Is not ap¬ 
parent why. If Congress could j»ot be 
trusted honestly to Investigate the 
Sugar Trust through Its own machinery, 
it could be "compelled by public opin¬ 
ion" to be straight In the matter of pro* 
vldlng for Imestfgatlon through other 
channels. 

So long as we maintain the system 
represtnted by the malodorous tariff 
law* Just enacted the premium upon dis¬ 
honesty will be such that the powerful 
corporations will have their way. So 
long as high protectionism exists un¬ 
limited corruption will continue. At¬ 
tempting to fight it In some of Its ramD 


lulling roar of many noises combined, 
goes to th© country for rest ho Is 
sometimes surprised to find that he Is

conscious of at home. Crowing chan¬ 
ticleers. bawling calves, hrnylng mules, 
chickens frightened from their slum¬ 
bers by th© prowling "varmint" tear 
groat ragged holes In the silence. The 
faithful watchdog, apprehensive of an 
Invasion of th© domain of his master 
by two-legged or four-tagged enemUs 
exigent in his Imagination only, plants 
himself under the window of the guost 
room and valorously defends the form 
against ail comers. Night Is mod© 
hl^tous to the urbanite who has never 
been kept awake by the "rude alarums” 
of city traffic and transportation, al¬ 
though iiis lodgings may have boon 
near the busiest thoroughfare In tho 
businejts quarter of the city or upon 
a Street car Uno constituting the main 
artery of the system. 

The countryman, used to and utjf- 
conscious of rural night noises, is 
sometimes disturbed by thoso of the 
city, but rarely, because he lives an 
out-of-door life and his nerves ur© in 
tone. Th© city man In the country noon 
grows used to the calf, the cock and the 
dog. and Is more refreshed *by sleep 
than ho was In town. The Individual 
In the city who is kept awake at night

The whistles used by tho 
policemen to signal teams and street cars 
to stop or move forward are shrill and 
possessed of great penetrating qualities, 
perhaps It has not occurred to th® mem¬ 
bers of the traffic squad or to their su¬ 
perior officers that they might inAk- leas 
noire and Irritate the nerves of citizens 
less by giving shorter whistles. In place 
of the fairly long and piercing blasts In 
which they commonly Indulge.**—(Chicago 
News. j

and possibly helpful, but it la not 
probable that the sum total of nervous¬ 
ness and sleeplessness can be greatly 
affected by a movement to eliminate 
the avoidable Jarring and screeching 
sounds of cltle*.

Mosquitoes and Trusts. 

The county of Hudson, In the State 
of New Jersey, has appointed an offi¬ 
cial mosquito killer at a salary of 62.000 
a year. The appointee is an expert on 
mosquito life and th© citizens of the 
county doubtless will hope that he 
prove himself to be on expert on 
mosquito death. There are ton differ¬ 
ent municipalities in Hudson county, 
and every one of them has a popula¬ 
tion of millions of moequltoes. The of¬ 
ficial destroyer expect* to organize all 
these municipalities through their 
boards of health, and when the organ! 
ration Is effected the war on the pests 
will begin. 

New Jersey has a reputation for 
moqultoes second only to the Isthmian 
CanaT Zone. In fact, the chief prod¬ 
ucts of that Btate are mosquitoes and 
trusts. New Jersey welcomes Uie 
trust^because they pay high for the 
privilege of making headquarter* there 
and their chief spoliation Is done else 
where. The mosquito Is a different 
proposition. He pays nothing for tho 
distinguished honor of residing In the 
State and he exacts tribute from the 
beet blood of Jersey. Not that he is 
particular as to wlicthey It 1* the best 
blood or the worst. H^ plays no fa¬ 
vorites. He makes no ’ distinction ns 
lo age, race or color. It Is his ouid- 
ness to get his living from New Jer 
seylles and ho gets it. In return 
therefor he deposits malaria germs in 
the systems of his victims. 

The mosquito doesn’t pay rent a* the 
trusts do, and New Jersey intends to 
kill him. The State appointed a men 
several years ago to drive the mosqul 
toes out, but he ha* not made much 
progress. Now the counties are begin¬ 
ning to do a little driving on their own 
account. JTht* Hudson county appointee 
Is an undertaker. If he can succeed 
in embalming oil the mosquitoes in 
those ten municipalities and tn tho out 
lying precincts it will bo the most en¬ 
joyable act of hla funereal life. The 
rest of the country will hop*? that while 
New Jersey Is exterminating the 
mosquito she may make a good Job 
of it. If she merely Induces the pest 
to emigrate other States may be called 
upon to suffer. If the ravages of her 
mosquitoes are to be added to the ex¬ 
actions of her trusts the situation is 
likely to be too much for human en¬ 
durance. _

Regent, prize winner and pet, la nearly 
blind. He can se© in the darkness much 
better than ta th© light, and ta this Ites 
his only hope. His master and mistress 
have paid large fees to several New 
York occullsts to treat th© dog. but Re¬ 
gent’s eight has continued to fall. 

Mr and Mr*. Creighton have a country 
place at Deal, whero th#y have interest¬ 
ed themselves ta breeding dogs of Re- 
t-nfs rac©, but none like him. 

Their home has long been his, and th® 
quiet dignity with which he bears his 
misfortune add® to th© grief of his mas¬ 
ter and mistress In witnessing It. H© 
trusts his Ilf© to their word, and leap* 
to obey their slightest command, not 
knowing whither he goes, but so full of 
faith that their voices lead him as if 
he were on a leash. 

All went well with Regent for three 
yoars, perhaps too well, for his present 
misfortune Is attributed to overfeeding 
by servants. In Atlantic City i®*t sum¬ 
mer his conduct began to worry Mr and 
Mrs. Creighton. Regent showed nervous¬ 
ness In going down stairs. H© bumped 
Into chairs, and when Mr. Creighton at 
last suspected the truth he found that 
he couid pass his hand In front of Re¬ 
gent’s eyes without making the dog even 
blink. Regent was taken at once to the 
most capable veterinary who could be 
reached. 

"Going blind." was the verdict. The 
veterinarian suggested that Regent be 
"put out of hla misery." Mr. and Mrs. 
Creighton hurried to New York to seek 
specialists whose patients are human be¬ 
ings Dr. Elia Prentice Upham. of An¬ 
bury Park, made a careful study of Re¬ 
gent’s cose, and diagnosed It as paralysis 
off the optic nerve probably du® to a 
main dot. To correct this condition th© 
dog was submitted to treatment under 
the X-r®y by a method newly devised 
for rehabilitation of affected nerve cen¬ 
ters ta humanity. 

Regent Improved at one© so far as the 
appearance of hls eyes v»« concerned, 
but hls ordinary vision remalndcd un 
changed. Ills pupils became greatly dt 
lated. and It was found that m the dark¬ 
ness ho could see. and to a considera¬ 
ble distance, but In the light h® was prac¬ 
tically blind. 

Other occullsts anti famous specialist® 
of New York were consulted, but all 
their efforts have fallwfl to help Regent.

ZELAYA FROM MISSOURI. 


Wawldngtoti, Nov. 22.—Preparation# 
are being made for 400 marines to sail 
from Philadelphia either for the Canal 
Zone or for Nicaragua next Saturday. 
Their destination will depend upon tire 
receipt of additional detail* of the kill¬ 
ing of the two Americana. Groce and 
Cannon. 

The departure of the marines come* 
aa a result of a rush order. It had 
been Intended to send the marines to 
Panama to relieve 320 marines there. 
The date of departure had been set 
for December 3, by which time the 
troop ship Prairie would have been 
ready to rail. By working night and 
day the Deague Island force will finish 
repairs on the ship by November 27. 
the date now set for the marines' sail¬ 
ing. 

In event of necessity the 280 marines 
now on the Canal Zone could be util¬ 
ised In Nicaragua In addition to the 
400 to be taken south by the Prairie. 
With the troopship Buffalo on the Pa¬ 
cific coast and the Prairie on the At¬ 
lantic. the marines could be transferred 
from one coast of Nicaragua to the 
other in a comparatively short time by 
way of the Panama railroad.

Zelaya Calls Revolution In Nicaragua 
—Americana In Jail. 

New Orleans, Nov. 22.—The Pica¬ 
yune's cable from Colon to-nJght says; 

A wireless message from Port Llmon, 
Costa Rica, says thp United States 
cruiaer Dea Molnei has gone to Grey- 
town, Nicaragua, to make an official in¬ 
vestigation of the killing of Cannon and 
Groce, the Americans who were shot 
by order of Zelaya. 

Passengers arriving from Nicaraguan 
porta report that a number of Ameri¬ 
cans who were In business in Nicara¬ 
gua are missing, and say that they are 
languishing in Jail. 

President Zelaya has plastered all 
that portion of Nlcaraguu governed by 
him with flaming poster*, denouncing 
the Americans in the most violent lan¬ 
guage. The Americana are accused of, 
ting the present revolution far 
the purpose of annexing Nicaragua to 
the united States. The proclamation 
calls upon all loyal Nicaraguan# to ral¬ 
ly around the Nicaraguan flag and 
urges them to help Zelaya to thwart 
•the Gringo conspiracy. 

GOVERNMENT IS GAINING. 

Zelaya Force* Hold Greytown and Are 
Closing In On Bluefielda. 

Kansas City, Mo.. Nov. 22.—The 
turning point in the revolution In Nic¬ 
aragua is Imminent, according to pri¬ 
vate advicea from Blueflelds received 
by the owners of one of the largest 
plantations In that country here to-day. 
The Information came by mall and wua 
dated November 12. 

Briefly stated, the situation Is sum¬ 
med up by the correspondent aa fol¬ 
lows: 

Government forces now hold Grey¬ 
town, which Is generally conceded to 
be the military key to the Atlantic 
ports. 

Revolutionists hold Blueflelds, but 
Government forces are reported to bo 
closing In on the town in such num¬ 
bers that'the revolutionists must ca¬ 
pitulate soon or be routed from the city. 

The declaring of a provisional gov¬ 
ernment by the revolutionists caused 
an Influx of desperate characters of 
various nationalities from all Central 
American ports. 

Zelaya Feels Safe. 

Managua. Nicaragua Nov. 22—Not 
having received any ofltoinl notification 
on the subject the Nicaraguan Govern 
ment express©* doubt that a demand 
for reparation will be made by the 
United States on account of the execu¬ 
tion of the two Americana. Groce and 
Cannon, for the reason. It Is pointed 
out. that the procedure of Nicaragua 
w*as according to law. The men were 
tried hy court-martial and condemned, 
and President Zelaya refused to Inter¬ 
fere with this decision.

routea 

Congressmen generally believe that 
Col. Goethals In estimating ihe cost at 
$375,000,000 has fallen far short of his 
mark. Representative Burleson, of 
Texas, a member of the Appropriation 
Committee, thinks it will be near $426,- 
000,000. In dl»cua*dng the canal to-day 
Mr. Burleson expressed tho view that 
Congress should not Attempt to pur¬ 
sue a niggardly policy toward the 
canal work. "It Is not a question of 
money now,** said Mr. Burleson, "the 
canal is being dug and we should al¬ 
low the commission all the money It 
can use. If $76,000,000 can be profitably 
spent during the next fiscal year It 
should be appropriated instead of $60,- 
000,000. The work should not be al¬ 
lowed to lag for wqnt of money, and 
especially there should be no effort to 
bolster up a favorable Treasury state¬ 
ment at the expense of canal progress."

son. If for no other, the law-abiding 
English people condemn their method* 
and all their ridiculous actions have not 
only aroused contemptous condemna¬ 
tion, but a shade of ttmorousness for 
fear the male criminals will take ad¬ 
vantage of the outbrrak and Increase 
their activity as well. 

"We shall never see an agitation of 
this kind In America," continued Mr 
Waynne "No cause, no matter how 
important or Just it might be. could 
possibly lead American women to adopt 
tha methods their English cousins are 
pursuing In fact.

Whoever has rtrolied along the tank* 
at the Aquarium ha# doubtlcs* seen fishes 
yawn, which they do lost na humans 
do when they are tired or languid. 

You sec a fiah open it* mouth wide, 
stretching It* Jaw* to their utmost ©x- 
tfiit, all this slowly and deliberately with 
the unmistakable manner of a yawn. If 
the fish had arms you would expect to 
It at the same time slowly raise and 
stretch them. Then after a moment you 
will s*e the fish close Us Jaws again and 
very likely start off swimming. 

Sometime*, as ho* often happened in 
thV. case «-f human beings, a yawning 
fish can’t clow- Us Jaws, which with over 
stretching may become dislocated, and 
then the Osh in captivity Is subjected to 
treatment. What wUh the constant watch 
kept on th* tanks a fish In that phgbt 
is likely soon to be discovered and then 
It 1* taken out <*f the tank with a ocoup 
no* And its Jaws gently worked Into po¬ 
sition again, enabling the fish once mors 
iu 1 lose its mouth. 

This treatment Is likely to be success¬ 
ful and sufficient, but it Is not always so. 
1: tnav lu some cases do for a time, but 
will not be permanent In Us results. A 
hsh’a mouth may be closed In ibis man- 
,1 r f’tu day, only to be found open again 
Clin next, th* tHh having again yawned

While fishes of various species may 
dislocate their Jaws In this way, those 
most likely to suffer In thla manner are 
the saulrrei fl»h from Bermuda and the 
sea robin from local waters, the sea robin 
a fish a foot more or less in length, tak 
ing Its name from Its targe and wlntt- 
llke pectoral fins. Only fishes having pro¬ 
portionately large mouths are apt to be 
thus affected. The sea robin has a very 
deep mouth, with jaws permitting of 
wide extension.

But Tenney 
has changed now. and most of the mod¬ 
ern players are different, too. though they 
rtill demand bats that exactly suit them 
In balance and build os well as driving 
power, but they let the factories do lhe 
petting and polishing, choosing only to 
go over the bunch submitted for trial and 
picking out the ones that suit best 

’Two good bats are about all any player 
of to-dny needs." said Veteran Tenney. 
"He wants a heavy onevto use when he 
Is up to slug the ball and a light one for 
use at other times. He need* the heavy 
one and the light one also to change off 
with ever)’ once In'* while so a* to chans* 
his awing at the ball. A man who uses a 
heavy bat constantly gets. In time, so he 
swings too late on the trail, especially if 
the pitcher is using much speed. Thwi a 
switch to the lighter out will help him 
greatly in accelerating his swing The 
same Is true again of the man who con¬ 
stantly wields a light stick—he gets to 
swinging too soon on th# ball, especially 
when lie Is being fed curves or change 
of pace a good deal; then the change to 
the heavy club will help him g*l Into bis 
stride again 

•'After a player has been using one 
bat for a long time and find* that It 
suits him exactly lie cannot get along 
without It. If it Is broken It seems he 
has lost a friend, ami he may take a 
big slump In his stick work, which will 
not get started again until Jie experi¬ 
ments and experiments with other club*. 
Finally, he find* a bat like the broken 
one. one capable of filling Its place/*

If the report that the famous Hope 
blue diamond has gone to the bottom 
of the wa with Its owner. Selim Habib. 
• n ihe wreck of the French mall Hteam- 
♦ r Soync at Singapore shall prove to 
be true -the last link Iuln been added 
to a long chain of misfortunes that have 
come upon posse mo ns of this famous 
stone, nay* the Chicago Record-Herald. 
By the superstitious the Hope diamond 
ha* lung been considered a gt m of baleful 
Influence, and there certainly are enough 
record* apparently confirming this Idea 
to make even those who scoff at the idea 
of an Inanimate object bringing ill luck 
find unusual Interest in ft* history, 
throughout which romance and tragedy 
are strangely Intermingled. 

The Hope diamond Is generally be¬ 
lieved to have been part of a Urge stone 
that weighed in the rough 112H carat* 
and was bought by Louis XIV. of France 
from a French traveler and merchant. 
Andreas Tavernier. The story goea that 
Tavernier bought or stole It In India, 
where it had uuor been one of the eyes 
of a temple idol. Soon after Tavernier 
sold It to the grand monarch he was 
torn to pieces ji>y wild dogs In Spain, 
It la recorded. 

Louhi XIV. had the original stone cut 
but after cutting It weighed only 6* ^ 

< art*. What bream* of the other forty - 
five carats? Probably they formed part 
cf the atone that wo* stolen during the 
cutting and remained in hiding or the 
seclusion of some family treasure chest, 
unknown to the diamond-dealing world, 
for a century and a half. At any rate, 
the Hope diamond, corresponding In 
weight and color closely to the stone 
that formed* one of the crown Jewels of 
Franc* until the revolution put *n end 
to French kings of the old regime, did 
not appear on the market until 1820. 
Marie Antoinette, the unfortunate queen 
who went to the guillotine, as did Louis 
XVI., wore the original stone, which 
wa* 1 lost In 1792 and never found. In 
:S30 the Hope diamond, weighing 44H 
arats. wna bought by Daniel Ellason, 
an English dealer In diamonds from a 
Frenchman, who was starving and in 
^,r last Mage* of consumption. Ellason 
sold It to an English banker, Henry 
Thomas Hope.

Mon of 1 . 43 rd Francis Hope, now the heir 
presumptive to the Duke of New Cootie 
This scion of British nobility, born in 
1*68, married in 1894 May Yohe, the 
artro**. On state occasions the wife of 
Lord Francis was allowed to w*«.r the 
beautiful blue diamond, and she even 
appeared on the stage adorned with It. 
After May Yohe hud been Lady Fran¬ 
cis Hope for seven years she scandiiJ- 
ized British society by eloping with 
Putman Bradlee Strong, a soldier In 
the United States army. Then Lord 
Francis Hope obtained a divorce and 
monied another woman—thl* time an 
Australian. Soon after the etopment 
i Lord Francis became heavily involved 
financially und wold the famous dla- 
, :nond for $168,000 

Passing from Lord Francis Hope to 
an English broker named Well, the 
diamond was sold to Simon Frenkel, 
brad of a Arm of New York Jewelers, 
and was credited with causing the fi¬ 
nancial difficulties into which Frankei 
r,'>on afterward fell In 1908 Fronkol 
i Md It for 1300.000 to Jacques Colot, a 
f'-rls broker und soon afterward ha 
.<£atn became prosperous. 'Hie dla- 
utoiul, Selim Habib said In Pari* on 
:|te occasion of hi* offering this and a 
number of gem* for sale last summer, 
had been bought by him at the Frank¬ 
ed sale Other stories, however, have 
found their way Into print. 

According to these stories, the Hope 
diamond was sold last summer to a 
Russian prince. Ivan ICanitovaki. who 
loaned It to a pretty Uuncer named 
Loren* Ladue. The dancer b* said to 
have a Jealous lover who shot her from 
a box when ahe appeared on the stage 
wearing the diamond. Then. It l* said, 
the prince recovered hi* property, but 
two day* later he was slabbed to death 
by revolutionists. 

From Pari* the gem la said to have 
gone to Constantinople, where It was 
bought by Sultan Abdul llamld and n 
weird tale pay* that It reposed on the 
breast of the Sultan’s favorlte 4 Zubayba. 
when she was shot down by the Sultan 
In hi* lsst moments of fear and rage 
when he was captured by the young 
Turks. These stories may or may not 
be true: something of color Is lent to 
them by the fact that tho last possessor 
of the diamond, Selim Habib, was n 
Turk and had a father living In Con¬ 
stantinople.

CHICAGO 18 GETTING LOWER 
FREIGHT RATES 

TO POINTS IN ARKANSAS. 


"'Determined that Louisville mer¬ 
chants and shippers shall have an even 
break with the Interests In Chicago In 
the matter of freight rates between 
this territory and tho State of Arkan¬ 
sas. the Louisville Board of Trade 
Transportation Committee Is preparing 
to lay a complaint before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. At the office 
of the Board of Trade yesterday, it was 
announced that merchants of Chicago 
are allowed an advantage over Louis¬ 
ville. and that the local organization 
and Its members will combat the sys¬ 
tem giving Chicago a lower rate until 
a vlrt«>ry Is won. The Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission at Washington will 
receive full and comprehensive data at 
doce showing how Louisville mer¬ 
chants are gradually being shut out of 
important territory. 

The situation is that Chicago mer- 
ohants cap penetrate all Arkansas ter¬ 
ritory without let or hindrance while 
merchants In Loulrvllle are hampered 
by rates In excess of those allowed Chl- 
oago. Freight consignments from the 
eKy of Chicago are governed by what 
la known as the differential plan, while 
movement out of Louisville Is 
fL ••Jctffcd t -ate* made on what la 
know-i us the lowest combination 
These cm.dUl .n* have been in exist- 
fellw for several years despite the fact 
that pressure has been frequently 
brought to bear on the railroad*. 

Every year It Is noticed that the 
shipping from Louisville to points In 
ArkanFtm shows a falling off Local 
authorities and experts on railroad and 
shipping matter/ attribute this de¬ 
crease to the discrimination in favor of 
Chicago, and It Is to prevent the ex
